It it a rile 
that no rearonable man can object to, an< 
them can be no doubt of the motivee of the 
man who trie* to breakthrough it To a 
plain man it would seem very strange wh* 
could have radioed the publicities ofthi 
certificate, which, it was evident, could not 
•land an hour's investigation. But the nse 
that was nwde of it shows the object in pro- 
cuing it. this certificate hie been circii 
lated in th* report all over the State, before 
the meeting of the General Assembly. Pe- 
titions to the General Assembly have been 
signed m lie faith if /its/ate riftaen- 
lotion, by hundreds, and will be pouring in- 
to the General Assembly. Many who read 
the false ttattment will oev*r gee this csr 
reeiton, tnd mtny whose nimes were ob- 
tained to Ike petitions by thii shamefn 
fraud, will itiM before the General Assem- 
bly u taking for legitlition to which they 
would b* altogether opposed'if they nnder- 
nood tb* real Jkete.
